REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


To the Citizens and Taxpayers of Plainfield: 

Your Selectmen herewith issue their report of activities of the Town 
during the year 1969 with a review of some of the matters requiring atten- 
tion of the voters and taxpayers during 1970. 


The town’s financial structure was hit hard in 1969 by two forces over 
which the Selectmen had little control: weather and inflation. Taken to- 
gether, these factors are responsible for the big increase in net debt of the 
town as indicated on the Balance Sheet elsewhere in this book. 


The work of Mother Nature needs little review. The Town was hit by 
the worst snow storms in memory in the month of February, a devastat- 
ing freshet in late July and a heavy snow and ice storm just after Xmas. 


This uncommon stretch of bad luck with the weather shows. in the High- 
way Department accounts. Equipment took a bad beating during the snow 
storms, particularly the 1964 4X4 truck. The freshet heavily damaged many 
sections of town road and some have not been repaired yet. The Mill 
Bridge at Meriden Village was extensively damaged, and the Selectmen 
were forced to bring in an outside firm to repair it at a large expense 


Inflation has been gnawing away at the tax dollar just as it has the 
family budget, with the result being that appropriations that were adequate 
two years ago are overdrawn in 1969 with no appreciable extra goods or 
services obtained. One striking example of inflation’s toll on the Town of 
Plainfield: a carload of road salt in 1968 cost $750, but in 1969 the iden- 
tical item cost the town $848. 


Your Selectmen have sought ways in which to reduce costs and expendi- 
tures without impairing needed municipal services. Among these efforts is 
purchasing of gasoline, lubricants and tires under state contract bid prices, 
which has produced significant savings. But all too many goods and 
services must be paid for at the provider’s asking price. 


The State Tax Commission has advised the Selectmen to include a 
deficiency appropriation in the general operating budget to begin to reduce 
the town’s net debt. 


Just as 1969 ended, Plainfield School District officials were informed the 
town was no longer eligible for Foundation Aid payments from the state. 
The reason for this unhappy news was, essentially, inflation. 


Rapidly inflating property values in Plainfield coupled with a relatively 
stable school population have resulted in the town having a much higher 
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amount of valuation per pupil than had prevailed in past years. Thus 
Plainfield taxpayers were told they must raise an extra $30,000 in 1970 
before the year had even begun. 


Your Selectmen immediately discussed this situation with the State Tax 
Commission, which advised that the town proceed to have a complete re- 
appraisal of taxable property. Plainfield values have risen sharply since the 
last reappraisal in 1962 and more important, certain types of property have 
risen in value more sharply than others. 


With the large sums of money our taxpayers are being asked to con- 
tribute to support schools, the town and the county, it is imperative the 
system for raising such sums be completely fair and equitable to all. 


Thus your Selectmen propose that the town make provision for a com- 
plete reappraisal of all taxable property by the State Tax Commission. 


As the above portion of this report seems to dwell heavily on gloomy 
subjects, it may be well to discuss some of the brighter developments in 
1969 and some of the achievements of the town. 


The new Sleeper Bridge on Main Street in Meriden Village was com- 
pleted in the fall and opened to traffic. This new span should serve the 
town well for many years. It eliminates a most dangerous traffic situation 
as well. 


Portions of several town roads were oiled this year as part of routine 
maintenance work and a section of Center of Town Road was oiled for the 
first time. Several more-heavily traveled sections were improved with 
plant-mix asphaltic coverings. It had been intended to do more of this 
work, but the July freshet cut this work short, 


The town began using pressure treated bridge plank on a limited basis. 
The initial cost is high, but the life span is more than 30 years compared 
to four or five years for untreated hemlock plank. 


The town took delivery on a new 5-ton dump truck, purchased under 
state contract at large savings. Also purchased was a new lawn tractor for 
use in the cemeteries. 


Gates and fences at several cemeteries were repaired and painted in 
1969: Using funds from trust funds and the Neighborhood Youth Corps, 
three Plainfield teenagers were employed on this work during the summer. 


The town hall at Plainfield Plain was given two coats of paint on its 
exterior and repairs were made to its roof and the adjacent shed. A new 
front step was built. Signs to mark both town halls and the town garage 
were installed.. 


Three new boards created by vote of the 1969 Town Meeting wasted little 
time in getting on with their assigned responsibilities. The Conservation 
Commission, the Historical Commission and the Dump Study Committee all 
held regular meetings and have submitted reports elsewhere in this book. 


Plainfield contracted with the City of Lebanon for ambulance service 
which is now available to all residents of the town. A card showing various 
emergency telephone numbers was printed and distributed to all households. 


The town joined the Upper Valley Planning and Development Council 
in 1969 and 1970 should find work under way on development of a compre- 
hensive planning program for Plainfield and the seven other Upper Valley 
municipalities participating. 

A successful summer recreation program was conducted in the town in 
1969 using a grant from the Spaulding-Potter Trust and local contribu- 
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tions. Over 100 children participated. Plainfield and Cornish jointly spon- 
sored two community baseball teams, and the younger boys’ team dis- 
tinguished itself by winning the league championship and an all-star game. 


A WORD OF THANKS 


Your Selectmen in concluding this brief report wish to thank the many 
people who helped them perform their duties during 1969. These people 
include our loyal town employees who work long and hard for the public 
good, our fellow town officers and former officers who are always helpful 
and offer much sound counsel, and most of all, the people and taxpayers of 
Plainfield who contribute so much to make our town government successful.

REPORT OF THE HISTORICAL COMMITTEE 


When our committee was appointed following the action of the 1969 
Town Meeting, our first aim was to study our duties as given in Article 
XIII: ‘to collect and assemble papers, articles, maps and other materials 
of historical interest and to investigate a suitable repository for such 
material.” 


Accordingly, in a series of meetings we asked these three questions: 

1. Where can we arrange a permanent exhibit of documents, photo- 
graphs, letters, etc.? 

2. How can we create a fireproof vault for storing the valuable town 
and historic records? 

3. How shall we inform people of the creation of the committee to col- 
lect and assemble articles, deeds, diaries, letters, etc.? 


We decided unanimously that no material should be centralized until we 
had a fireproof vault for its care. We felt it is wiser to leave such docu- 
ments scattered in attics and chests than to risk it all being destroyed by 
fire at any one location. 


We also agreed that such information could and should be arranged for 
perusal and educational purposes at some location in town. Our town’s 
history is varied, interesting and representative of many Upper Valley 
towns on the Connecticut and deserves our care and our children’s study. 


We further learned the town’s existing fire safes are not only crammed 
with records but in only two cases are these safes fire-resistant. 


In light of these findings we move therefore: 


1. That a fireproof storage vault with a two-hour door be constructed 
attached to the Meriden Town Hall and made of reinforced concrete. This 
vault to be equipped with steel shelves, lighting, and measure 10 feet high 
with a floor space of eight feet by 14 feet. That a sum of $3,500 be ap- 
propriated for the same. 


2. That an historical exhibit room be constructed in the east half of the 
Philip Read Memorial Library in Plainfield, the exhibit room to be finished 
with panelling, acoustical tile ceiling, asphalt tile floor covering, fluorescent 
lighting and to contain cases, cork board panels, etc., for displays. This 
display to be changed periodically and to be open for public examination 
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and school use. And that up to $2,500 be appropriated with the committee 
responsible for raising by popular subscription as much of the needed 
funds as possible. 


Currently the Committee is in correspondence with Warren Westgate 
who is interested in doing a pictorial history of Plainfield. He needs the 
loan of old photographs for copying. 


The Committee also is creating an inventory of Historic Sites, including 
land and buildings, present property owners, and historic markers. We 
need information on such sites from the owners together with any data or 
legends which have come to them.

REPORT OF THE TOWN REFUSE COMMITTEE 


The Town Refuse Committee, authorized by the 1968 Town Meeting, and 
appointed by the Town Selectmen to make recommendations to the Town in 
meeting the July 1, 1975, closing of the town dump. 


At the outset, the Committee agreed that the air and water pollution 
problem is one of the major problems facing the nation in the immediate 
future, and felt that the contribution, by the local communities through the 
enforcement of local and state ordinances, would go far in helping to solve 
this problem. 


The Committee met during the year and explored the immediate and 
related problems. Information and supporting cost estimates for several 
alternatives were collected and discussed. 


After considering the various plans the Committee makes the following 
two recommendations: 
1) That the town join with surrounding towns through the Upper 
Valley Development Council for the planning and operation of a 
cooperative rubbish disposal either as an approved incinerator or a 
sanitary land fill. 
2) That through state and federal governments, the materials used by 
the manufacturers and suppliers for packaging be regulated in an 
effort to reduce the overwhelming disposal problem.

1) To inventory and map sites of scenic, historic and recreational 
potential within the Town limits, and, 

2) To acquire, develop and protect these places wherever possible for 
the use and enjoyment of the citizens. 

A citizens advisory committee is being formed to advise and assist the

The Plainfield Volunteer Fire Department has made great strides in 
progress in the past few years in acquiring new and better equipment and 
completing our firehouse.

Our forest and grass fires were kept to a minimum this year; I expect 
due to the fact of such a wet season and the residents being better in- 
formed in fire prevention. 

I would like to take this opportunity to thank Gardner MacLeay of 
Meriden and Louis Beliveau of East Plainfield for their assistance and co- 
operation as Deputy Fire Wardens.

REPORT OF 
MERIDEN VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Department responded to six fire calls during the year. This is the 
lowest number of calls in the past five years and thankfully no serious 
damage or injuries occurred at any fire. 


Department personnel attended various instruction and lecture sessions 
at the area fire-fighting school. 


At the November meeting, Dr. John Nicholls showed a film on ‘Rescue 
Breathing” and conducted a question and answer period on the subject. 
Dr. Nicholls’ program was very interesting and informative. 

The Meriden, Plainfield and Cornish Fire Departments have discussed a 
mutual assistance arrangement and in this connection held a combined 
drill in Plainfield on November 9th. 

The City of Lebanon donated fifteen fire coats to our unit. The coats 
were formerly used by the West Lebanon Fire Department. 

New equipment purchased this year included nozzles, adapters, 24%”? hose 
and a Bilgram portable pump. The sum of $300.00 allocated by the Town 
was applied to this purchase. 


G. GARDINER MacLEAY, JR., CHIEF 
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REPORT OF PLANNING BOARD 


The year started with a change in personnel. The Chairman, C. Parker 
Jones, found it necessary to resign because of additional responsibilities 
assigned to him at K.U.A. The passing of Joe Zea on May 18th saddened 
his fellow members. The Board appreciates the time and effort so 
generously given by these members. Kinsley Walker was appointed to 
replace C. Parker Jones, and T. Paul Amidon was appointed to replace 
Joe Zea. 


In May, a petition signed by 110 voters of the Town was presented to 
the Planning Board. The petition reads as follows: 

“The undersigned voters of the Town of Plainfield respectfully 
petition that the zoning ordinance, as amended, of the Town of 
Plainfield be repealed and that the question of such appeal be 
presented to the voters of the Town at a Special Town Meeting 
in accordance with an application for the same made to the Board 
of Selectmen of the Town of Plainfield.” 


In response to this petition, a public hearing was held at the Town Hall 
in Plainfield on July 7th, and a second public hearing was held at the 
Town Hall in Meriden on September 8th. The Board, after due deliberation 
at its meeting held on September 18th, unanimously adopted the following 
resolution: 


RESOLVED: A. That the zoning ordinance, as amended, of the Town 
of Plainfield not be repealed. 

B. That the question of such appeal not be presented to 
the Voters of the Town at a special town meeting as 
no useful purpose would be accomplished. 

C. That the Planning Board conduct a thorough review 
of the ordinance, as amended, for the purpose of 
determining whether further amendments are desir- 
able for the best interests of the Town. 

A copy of the resolution was forwarded to the Board of Selectmen. 


At the time of this report, the ordinance is in the process of being 
thoroughly reviewed and a questionnaire will be distributed to the Towns- 
people in January, 1970. 


The Board recommends that professional guidance in planning be sought 
and in this connection an appropriation will be requested. 


The Planning Board meets the First Thursday of each month at 7:00 
p.m. — on odd-numbered months at Meriden Town Hall and on even- 
numbered months at the Plainfield Fire Station.

Annual Meeting 
March 8, 1969 


At a legal meeting of the voters of the School District of the Town of 
Plainfield qualified to vote in the District affairs, Clerk Ruth L. Rogers, in 
the absence of a Moderator, called the meeting to order at 1:10 o’clock in 
the afternoon of Saturday, March 8, 1969 at the Town Hall in Plainfield. 


The first order of business was the election of a Moderator pro-tem. 
Marion J. Creeger was elected Moderator pro-tem and the oath of office 
was administered to him by the Clerk. 


The Moderator read the first article of the Warrant and the polls were 
declared opened until 6 PM for voting by the Non-Partisan ballot system. 
The remaining articles to be acted upon at the 2 PM meeting. 


Article 2. Mr. Murray Stevens offered the following resolution and 
moved its adoption. Resolved: That the reports of officers, agents and 
auditors be accepted as printed in the Annual School Report. The motion 
was seconded and the vote was in the affirmative. 


Article 3. Mr. William C. Quimby offered the following resolution and 
moved its adoption. Resolved: That the District vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $192,491.46 for the support of schools, for the salaries of 
the School District officials and agents, for the payment of statutory obliga- 
tions of said District and to authorize the application against said appro- 
priation such sums as are estimated to be received from the state and 
federal governments, together with other income; the School Board to 
certify to the Selectmen the balance, which balance is to be raised by taxa- 
tion by the District. The motion was seconded and the vote was in the 
affirmative. 


Article 4. Mr. Edward G. Martin offered the following resolution and 
moved its adoption. Resolved: That the District vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $3000 for Capital Reserve Bus Fund. The motion was 
seconded and the vote was in the affirmative. 


Article 5. Mr. Murray Stevens offered the following resolution and 
moved its adoption. Resolved: That the District will authorize the School 
Board to pay the tuition charges to the Windsor, Vermont School District, 
whose tuition rate exceeds the New Hampshire state average cost for high 
school pupils, on those pupils that will attend the Windsor High School for 
the school year 1969-70. The motion was seconded and the vote was in the 
affirmative. 


Article 6. Mr. Paul Amidon offered the following suggestion: That 
the Superintendent revise and update, where possible and he deems advis- 
able, all forms of presentation prepared by his office in subsequent Annual 
Reports, and authorize eliminating information now being shown that has 
little significant value. The final presentation to be acceptable 2nd subject 
to the approval of the School board. 
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Moderator Creeger announced the District would return to the first article 
of the Warrant. The polls were officially closed by the Moderator at 6 PM 
and counting of the ballots followed.

REPORT OF 
THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To: Citizens of the Plainfield School District 


As requested at the March 1969 School District meeting, we have at- 
tempted to change the Annual Report to make it of more significance to 
the citizens of the District. We have surveyed other school districts of 
relatively equal size to Plainfield to ascertain how the Plainfield School 
program compares in regard to salaries, curriculum offerings and services. 
The results of this survey are presented in chart form as this seemed to be 
the most efficient and easily accessible way of summarizing the information. 
A listing of the teachers employed for the 1969-70 school year, giving their 
experience and college background, is included. Also the teachers’ salary 
schedule for 1970-71, which has been approved by the Plainfield School 
Board, is included for your information. In addition, a safety report and a 
detailed breakdown of insurance coverage plus transportation costs for 
1968-69 are included. 


Elementary School Minimum Standards 


The State Board of Education voted in June of 1969 to approve minimum 
standards for public elementary schools. The State Board has set Septem- 
ber 1, 1972 as a reasonable effective date for implementation of the stand- 
ards. We will take this opportunity to point out the action to be taken if 
the Plainfield Schools are to meet minimum standards. 


First, a comprehensive curriculum including art, health and physical 
education must be provided for all students. Also guidance service will 
have to be available to all students. It would seem that these services might 
be best provided as a shared service through the Supervisory Union Office. 
Also library services will have to be increased to some degree and more 
emphasis given to in-service education. The areas mentioned are the 
priority areas as the two schools work toward approval. 


State Aid to Education 


The two main sources of state aid to education that Plainfield has re- 
ceived over the years has been Foundation Aid and Sweepstake Aid. 


The purpose of Foundation Aid was and is to assist districts in equaliz- 
ing the educational opportunities for the children in school districts of 
New Hampshire. The two factors used in determining the amount of 
Foundation Aid due to a school district are the Average Daily Membership 
(ADM) of its students and the Equalized Valuation of property in the 
school district. 


Due to the fact that the legislature never appropriated sufficient funds 
to fully implement this program, Plainfield has received only a small por- 
tion of the amount due for the period of 1965-70 and will receive nothing 
for the school year 1970-71. The difference between the amount that the 
school district should have received and the amount that will be realized 
from the Foundation Aid program is $236,258.61. 
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The following chart indicates the aid received from the New Hampshire 
Sweepstakes as the only other significant source of state aid to education. 
This aid, as can be seen below, has dwindled from its inception. The per 
pupil entitlement has gone from $24.15 per pupil in 1964-65 to $6.30 for 
1969-70. Although the total of $24,667.56 received to date has helped the 
district, this form of aid has been too unreliable and inadequate to provide 
the needed stability to the support of education in Plainfield.

Both aid programs described above are inadequate. The degrees of 
implementation of Foundation Aid makes it ineffective. Sweepstakes Aid 
depends on the element of chance which makes it unreliable. 


The school districts in New Hampshire need financial assistance in pro- 
viding and maintaining quality educational programs. Since the responsi- 
bility-by-law belongs to the State, the General Court must be prevailed 
upon to accept it by providing realistic and not token support. 


Federal Aid to Education 


The only significant amount of aid Plainfield has received from federal 
sources has been under the Elementary-Secondary Education Act (ESEA), 
Title I. This act provided funds that had to be used for the specific purpose 
of providing special instructional programs for educationally and/or cul- 
turally disadvantaged children. Like state aid, federal assistance to educa- 
tion has been dwindling over the years. Although the legislation is “on 
the books’, Congress like the state legislature has not provided sufficient 
funds to fully implement the law. In the chart below, we have indicated the 
degree and amount of support Plainfield has received under this law:

Indications at this time lead us to believe the President’s veto of the 
Health, Education and Welfare (HEW) legislation will be sustained. This 
will mean that federal aid to education will be curtailed in many instances 
or continued at the present inadequate level in others. 
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The problems facing education today have nationwide implications that 
affect local and state efforts in maintaining and/or improving the educa- 
tion of our children. Solutions to these problems can be reached only 
through the cooperate efforts of local, state and federal governments. 


Budget 


The proposed budget for 1970-71 is $211,627.81 compared to $195,491.46 
for the present school year. The proposed amount does not include funds 
which are included in the warrant as special articles. 


The budget increase is due in large part to increases in teachers’ salaries, 
tuition cost, and Supervisory Union expense. The teachers’ salaries for 
1970-71 are based on a 12-step salary schedule with a base of $6200 and a 
maximum of $9104. Teachers with twelve or more years of experience will 
be placed on the eighth step of the schedule for 1970-71. Also one new 
position of Teacher Aide is requested for the Meriden School. This posi- 
tion has been paid for with federal funds this year, but will not be continued 
next year. 


The tuition costs for Plainfield are based on 104 students attending 
schools in Lebanon and one student at Brattleboro. The Lebanon tuition 
rates, as agreed under the AREA Articles of Agreement, are based on the 
preceding year’s expenditures. The estimated tuition liability for sending 
districts in the Lebanon AREA plan will be $620. for junior high 2nd $705. 
for senior high. The charts below show the per pupil costs for the current 
school year as well as the estimated costs for 1970-71. Also shown are the 
State average costs for the two years covered.

AREA Incentive Aid 


The AREA incentive aid for 1969-70 has been received in the amount of 
$5,673.54. This is paid out to Lebanon but credited to Plainfield’s tuition 
costs. The amount received is based on an average daily membership of 
89.3 students from Plainfield attending the Lebanon Schools in Grades 9-12. 
The number of students is multiplied by $75. and that total is prorated at 
85.1966 per cent. The incentive aid for 1970-71 has been conservatively 
estimated at $5,500. based on the same number of students attending the 
Lebanon Schools and prorated at approximately the same percentage. 
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Supervisory Union Expense 


The Supervisory Union #32 budget, which was approved by the Super- 
visory Union Board on December 11, 1969, increased by $30,014.92 for 
1970-71 over the current budget. Also, Plainfield’s percentage share of 
supporting the Union budget increased at the same time because of an 
increase of almost $5,000,000. in equalized valuation in the town. These two 
factors together have increased the budget in this category by $4,369.52. 


The increase in the Union budget is due to the following factors:

Capital Outlay for Equipment 8,040. 
(Bookkeeping Machine & Electric Typewriter) 
New Position of Machine Operator-Receptionist 4,200. 
Supplies & Postage 1,100. 
Salary Increases for Union Personnel 8,020. 
Retirement, Soc. Security & Insurance 2,254.92 
Travel for Teacher Consultant & Office Manager 900.00 
Workshop & Professional Library 500.00 
$30,014.92 


The increase in the Supervisory Union Budget is large, however, the Union 
Study Committee as well as the State Tax Commission, have both recom- 
mended mechanization of the operation. We will take the liberty of quoting 
directly from the State Tax Commission Audit Report for Lebanon. “In 
view of the volume and complexity of accounting transactions of the School 
District (Lebanon), we strongly recommend the adoption of mechanized 
accounting equipment for the processing and recording of its financial 
affairs.” The Tax Commission Report also states this, quote, “It is the 
opinion of this Division that the volume and complicated nature of the 
fiscal affairs of the School District (Lebanon) certainly warrant the crea- 
tion of the position of Business Administrator, as provided for by R.S.A. 
186:11-XXX.”’ 

The Supervisory Union School Study is very appropriate in view of the 
fact that the Union and the Authorized Regional Enrollment Area are 
coterminous. The breakdown of the cost of this study by Districts is as 
follows:

Plainfield 561.50

Revenue 


The District’s revenue will be down from what it has been over the past 
few years. Foundation Aid from the State has been completely eliminated 
for the 1970-71 budget. The reason for this is that the equalized valuation 
in the Town increased from $5,623,673. to $9,405,197. with the pupil enroll- 
ment remaining about the same. Sweepstakes revenue has steadily de- 
clined since its inception and there is no reason to think that it won’t con- 
tinue going down. We are anticipating $1800. from sweepstakes. Building 
Aid remains rather constant so we can be assured to receive $300. under 
this category. 
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Revenue from the Federal Government is so uncertain at this time that 
one cannot risk a gamble that some will be forthcoming. As a result, the 
revenue side of the budget shows a decrease of $31,635.21 over this present 
year. 


Warrant 


One special Article will be included in the warrant for action by the 
voters at the Annual Meeting. This Article is in keeping with the planned 
method of vehicle replacement and requests that a sum not to exceed 
$3,000. be raised and appropriated for the Capital Reserve Bus Fund. 


Conclusion 


Special thanks are extended to all who have given of their time and 
talent to help with the school program. Involvement of the community in 
the operation of its schools is a good way to develop understanding and 
appreciation of what education is about. Appreciation is extended to the 
teachers, custodians and drivers who have been diligent and faithful in 
carrying out their work. Appreciation is also extended to the School Board 
for their cooperation in carrying out the responsibilities of their office.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE — 1969 


We have been able to provide speech therapy for a limited number of 
students for the past two years. This program would not be possible with- 
out the financial help of the PTA, and the volunteer drivers who must 
transport the children to the clinic in Hanover. Parent cooperation is 
essential for the success of most programs which help our children. 


For the new families in the community, I will again list some of the 
routine duties of your school nurse. 

1. Heights and weights. 

2.. Vision screening. 

3. Hearing screening. 

4. Annual physicals for first, fourth and eighth grades. 

5. Notices sent to parents concerning problems. 

A School Dental Clinic is held each fall. Children are transported to the 
dentist’s office in West Lebanon by the school nurse. Information concern- 
ing your child’s health is recorded on his School Health Record so that it 
may follow your child wherever he attends school. 


‘Due to the fact that I am able to schedule only one half day at each of 
the Plainfield schools, I must depend on parents and teachers to inform me 
of many of the physical problems that may occur with the children. If at 
any time the parents wish to contact me, I am at the Hanover Street School 
every morning from 8-9 A.M. or you may call me at home (298-8145) after 
3:30 P.M. I would appreciate hearing from you.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 
Plain School 


The opening of school found the Plain School enrolling 120 pupils. This 
was a greater number than had been anticipated. 


One new teacher, Mrs. Carol Fisk, joined our staff. Mrs. Lee Drescher, 
the librarian, added to her duties by tutoring some children. 


We appreciated greatly the help given to us by members of the P.T.A. 
who have volunteered in our library and on our playground. 


This year we have requested parents to come to school for conferences. 
We are hopeful better understanding with parents will result. The teachers 
find this a more satisfactory way to relate the pupil’s progress. 


As the school census made it apparent that the first and second grades 
would be too large for one teacher plans to alleviate this problem began 
last spring. All pupils entering were tested by Mrs. Lavigne, teacher con- 
sultant, and Mrs. Brooks. Children who were not ready for formal learning 
were assigned to the Young First Grade. These have been instructed by 
Mrs. Lind and as they have shown readiness have been learning to read 
and mathematical concepts. Parents and others who have visited Mrs. 
Lind’s room as visitors or aides have seen the value of this type of program. 
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Those children found mature enough for formal reading were placed in 
another group. They are in a room with some second graders. This eased 
the burden in the second grade where the teacher would have had 38 pupils. 


This five class room situation is dividing the burden of instruction. 


Mrs. Anita Morse has again aided invaluably by doing the duplicating 
for the teachers. The released time is used by the staff in class preparation 
and pupil contacts.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 
Meriden White School 


This year has brought several changes in the make-up of our staff. We 
wish Mrs. Spalding success and enjoyment in her new endeavors and ap- 
preciate her past years of service to the Plainfield schools and children. 
Miss Nancy Carman is now teaching fifth grade with Mrs. Virginia Verge 
assisting her as teacher aide, sponsored by the E.P.D.A. program and funds. 
Mrs. Beryl Blaich teaches sixth grade and Mrs. Roberta Ellison teaches the 
seventh and eighth grade literature as well as the eighth grade English 
class. 


We have expanded our program this year to include a successful tutorial 
service for students desiring extra help in their academic work. About 
fifteen K.U.A. boys volunteered their time to teach an hour each week. It is 
through cooperation on projects such as this, on student, teacher, and 
administrative levels, which help the community as well as individuals. We 
hope that this program may also be expanded to include the Plains School. 


The students are enjoying the library. Mrs. Emily Quimby directs its 
program and coordinates with the Meriden Library the service which it 
continues to offer. Our community should be proud of both the number and 
selection of books available to our young people at both libraries. 


Mrs. Emily Lawrence has interested the students in music. In addition 
to the regular classes, she is planning two public concerts and is sending a 
group of singers to the N.H. State Festival in Berlin. 


Our program of co-curricula athletics has been highly successful this year, 
not only in terms of achievement, but also in the building of sportsmanship 
and large-scale student interest and involvement. Mr. Denis Reisch is in 
charge of the athletics and this build-up is due to his work with and interest 
in our students. The women who have spent much time helping with the 
girls’ sports are also to be thanked. Due to the restrictions placed on the 
winter physical education program because of limited downstairs space, it 
would be wise to begin considering places near both schools which might 
be used daily for a co-ordinated physical education program. 


For the past three years the special classroom under Mrs. Merinda Town- 
send’s direction has been offering help to certain students needing particular 
assistance in certain areas. This has been funded under Title 1 and has 
proven to be of great worth.

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SAFETY REPORT 


Transportation 

Drivers must pass an annual physical examination prior to the opening 
of school in September. A report of the examinations is filed with the 
Superintendent of Schools. They must also be certified for bus driving by 
the New Hampshire Motor Vehicle Department which is also filed with the 
Superintendent of Schools. 


Drivers are charged with the responsibility of seeing to it that their 
buses are properly maintained, changing oil and greasing every month or 
1500 miles, keeping bus swept out and washed, and reporting any repairs 
that are needed as soon as detected. If a driver believes that the condition 
of his vehicle is such that the safety of the children is endangered, he is 
instructed not to proceed. 


Drivers, as legal representatives of the School Board, are charged with 
the responsibility of maintaining proper discipline while transporting chil- 
dren to and from school. Each driver has the support of the School Board 
in maintaining proper conduct on the bus. In the event a child does not 
respond to the driver, a warning card will be given which must be returned 
signed by the parent. If a student still persists in disobeying the rules and 
regulations for proper conduct on the bus, the driver will present a second 
card which will mean a week’s suspension from riding the bus. If a third 
offense is reported, the parents and child must appear before the School 
Board and obtain approval before the child is permitted back on the bus. 
It is imperative that good order and discipline be maintained on each bus. 
The School Board and administration view on continued misbehavior, thereby 
endangering the lives of others, as sufficient reason for denying such a 
child the privilege of riding on the bus. 


Fire Safety 

Each principal is required by school board policy to hold a minimum of 
five fire drills each year thereby instructing pupils and teachers in the 
proper procedures of evacuating the building quickly. Custodians are 
directed to check all fire extinguishers regularly to see that they are func- 
tioning properly, dispose of all trash promptly, and to refrain from storing 
flammable materials in boiler rooms. Doors to boiler rooms are kept closed 
and only authorized personnel may enter. 


Each building is inspected, on request, by the State Fire Marshal and 
any problems reported by that office are corrected as soon as possible. 


Boiler Safety 

Custodians are directed to check the low water cut off weekly to see that 
it is functioning properly as well as flushing out the boilers on a regular 
schedule. Boilers are inspected by a qualified service man each year. 


Playground Safety 

Teachers are required to supervise the playgrounds as directed by the 
principal. Playground equipment is provided for the children at each 
school. This equipment is inspected for safety by the principal on a regu- 
lar basis as well as by the School Board and Superintendent on an annual 
basis. Teachers are urged to use reasonable rules for pupils’ behavior on 
the playground.
